Coal Area of Canada 


With the United States leading in 
her possession of a trifle more than 
one-half of the world’s coal deposits, 
Canada ranks easily second 
nearly one-fifth of the globe's total 
supply of this miheral. Nearly ninety 
per cent. of Canada’s coal supp'y lies 
within the. confines of the province of 
Alberta, or about one-seventh of the 
resources of the world, In tonnage, 
the enormous deposits of the .Pfairie

which may be subdivided into 1,182 
million ions of anthratite, 217,593 
million tons of bituminous, and 963,- 


796 million tons of lignite, This may

Alberta possess:s by far the most 
extensive coa! area of Canada. The 
greater part of the southeactern part 
of the province appears to be under- 
laid with coal, and the mineable coal 
areas of the province have been esti- 
mated at not less than 30,000 square 
miles. The coal horizons of Alberta 
are (1) Edmonton and Paskapoo for- 
mation; (2) Belly River formation; 
(3) Kootenay formation. The Edmon- 
ton formation forms a wide trough 
approximately parallel-to the Rockies 
and extending from the international 
boundary to about latitude 55 degrees. 
It is estimated that in these beds there 
are 789,600 million tons of ‘ignitic or 
sub-bituminous coal, and 11,358 mil- 
lion tons of low-carbon bituminous, 
The Belly River formation occupies 
a considerable area in the southwes- 
tern part of the province, the most 
important seam being in the vicinity 
of Lethbridge.

Western Canada Fisheries 


Waters of the Three Prairie Provinces 
Yield Large Quantities 
of Fish 


The lakes and rivers of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, and to a 
small extent those-of British Co!um- 
bia, yield large quantitics of fish, the 
bulk of which is caught during the 
winter months when the lakes are-tru- 
zen over. This peculiar feature is ac- 
counted ‘for in the fact that most of 
the lakes and fishing stations are re- 
ote from railroads, and only in the 
winter months, when ‘the show is on 
the ground, is it possible to tran: port 
the fish down to the nearest railroad 
shipping point. To some of the iso- 


lated lakes of the West, it has brent 


necessary to construct roads through 
the bush in order to transport. by 
Sleighs the fish caught inland, 
practical'y all the northern lakes are 
only atcessible to commercial fisher- 
men in winter, :

The 
greater proportion oi the fish caught 
in the waters of the Western Provin- 
ces is exported to the United States, 
but during the war considerable quan- 
tities were sent oversea to Great Bri- 
tain for use in the military hospitals. 

The fisheries of Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta are still capable 
of greater productivity when railroads 
are constructed to the northérn dis- 
tricts. As the steel advances north, 
roads wil! be cut to huge fishing areas 
; never before fished commercially, and 
the winter fishery from these northern 
waters. is destined to become of great 
value.
